2. The Division conducted an initial study and 
consulted with responsible agencies and 
environmental experts. It was determined
that the project would not have a significant
effect on the environment. A Negative 
Declaration prepared by the Division was 
circulated through the State Clearinghouse
(No. 187) in accordance with CEQA, as amended, 
and the implementing regulation. 
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3. Additionally, this project is situated on 

13 State land identified as environmentally 
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significant pursuant to Public Resources
Code 6370.1, and is classified in a signi-
ficant use category, Class B: Limited Use.
Staff review indicates there will be no 
significant effect upon the identified 
environmental values. The initial study 
was also circulated to those making nomina-
tions of significant environmental character-
istics. No adverse comments were received. 

4. PRC 1995.9, dated September 13, 1957, was 
issued to the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company for the construction and maintenance 
of an existing telephone cable at this same 
location. The proposed cable to accommodate 
present demand and a spare 6" steel pipe to 
accommodate future demand are to be located 
some twenty feet south of the cable placed
in 1957.
